This atlas has numerous map s, 
a great many drawings rep ro­ 
duced by woodcuts, and also con ­ 
tains much historical lore that 
is news to the average Fay ette 
Countian.

list today by a team of American 
and British technicians. 
Germany 
had 
made 
great 
strides 
p erfecting 
guns without 
recoil. THey were based on the 
bazooka 
p rincip le of eliminating 
recoil through ejection 
of gases 
from the rear of the barrel. 
Several giant bazookas with 11- 
mch bore were found. These could 
have been used as artillery p ieces 
or 
mounted 
on 
large 
aircraft. 


Shells weighed about 
a half ton 
and had terrific p enetrating p ow­ 
er.

Diet and Health 


Dmqnosinq and Treating Injuries to Wrist Bones 


I* HF.RMAf. N BUNDESEN. M D 


PERSONS who do a great deal 
of manual labor are especially ex­ 
posed to injuries of the wrist un­ 
less reasonable care is taken. And 
this is due to the fact that the 
wrist is made up of a number of 
hones: to he exact, it is made up of 
seven hones. Tljey are arranged in 
tw* rows like the letter “S” lying 
on its side. Most injuries to the 
wrist occur in the hones nearest 
the hones of th*’ forearm. 
These injuries may consist of 
dislocation, or fracture or break­ 
ing of the hone, and arise as a re­ 
sult of ncciden* . such as falls on 
the hand. Sprains of the wrist are 
also common, hut, according to 
Doctor John D. Sherrill of Birm­ 
ingham, Alabama, no diagnosis of 
wrist sprain should he made until 
an X-iay examination has been 
made to make sure that a break of 
the bone# is not present. 
Physician’s Diagnosis 
The physician, after carefully 
examining the wrist, will decide 
just what X-ray pictures shoul i 
be taken and in what position the 
hand should be held so that the 
picture will he most likely t i re­ 
veal the true damage, if any i.s 
present. It is a good idea also to 
have X-ray plates made of both 
wrists so that one may be com­ 
pared with the other, to deter­ 
mine if anything is wrong. 
In 
treating 
injuries 
of 
the 
wrist, an effort must he made to 
bring the wrist back to its normal 
function. That means, first, to 
produce freedom from pnm when 
movements of the wrist occur; 
second, to maintain the carrying 
• nd grasping power of the hand 


and fingers; third, to maintain 
strength and power of the wrist; 
and, fourth, to make sure that 
there will be sufficient wrist mo­ 
tion to allow normal functioning 
of the hand. 
Hcaphoid Break 
A break in one of the seven 
wristbones known na the scaphoid 
is hest treated by putting the 
wrist in a circular plaster cast. 
The fingers are not included in 
the cast, and early movement of 
the fingers is encouraged. Usu­ 
ally, the cast should be worn about 
six weeks. 
Sometimes the scaphoid bone is 
dislocated. 
Proper manipulation 
or movement of the wrist may 
force the bone back into its nor­ 
mal position. If this is unsuccess­ 
ful. it may he necessary to re­ 
move the bone by means of an 
operation. 
If, after treating a wrist frac­ 
ture or dislocation, as suggested 
above, the pain and disability, es­ 
pecially stiffness, still persist, an 
operation is often required. How­ 
ever. before the operation is per­ 
formed, it is suggested that a cast 
he worn to 
cep the wrist im­ 
movable for several weeks. If this 
does not bring improvement, it is 
probable that bott 
inflammation 
of the joints or arthritis is pres­ 
ent and operation will not be of 
any value. 
Bear in mind that when a se­ 
vere injury to the wrist occurs it 
is always important to have an 
X ray examination to determine 
the locat ion and extent of the dam­ 
age. Then the treatment which 
will most quickly restore the func­ 
tion of the w’rist may ba carried 
out

travel in the postwar world vir­ 
tu a lly foolproof despite darkness or 
weather. However, its application 
to land transport in the immedi­ 
ate future is less clear. 
That is the 
outlook 
advanced 
today by American m ilitary e x ­ 
perts and scientists as they dis­ 
closed most of the secrets of the 
device that has proved the o u t­ 
standing offensive and defensive 
weapon of the war. 
R adar—the 
coined 
name 
for 
"radio detection and ranging"— 
is a technique for detecting 
ob­ 
jects 
by means 
of 
radio-wave 
echoes. Its principle is much the 
same as that which permits a per­ 
son to detect the presence of an 
unseen cliff by uttering a shout 
and listening for the sound echo. 
The difference is that the sound 
echo is picked 
up by 
the 
ear, 
whereas 
the radio echo is picked 
up by a sensitive radio receiver. 
The received 
echoes 
can be 
presented 
visually 
on 
a 
radar 
"scope’’ in such a m anner that an 
operator can tell immediately the 
range, bearing and altitude of the 
unseen object that has caused the 
reflection. 
Based on reports of the arm y 
and navy and the office of scien­ 
tific research and development in 
a lengthy 
presentation 
outlining 
the 
amazing 
performance 
of 
radar at war. this picture can be 
draw n for immediate application 
to peacetime use: 
For 
shipping 
and 
passenger 
liners, collisions with other craft 
or with icebergs in darkness, fog 
or storm will be impossible, be­ 
cause 
radar 
"sees" all 
to 
the 
limit of the horizon. 
Ships can be brought safely in­ 
to narrow harbors, avoiding navi­ 
gational hazards, detecting land­ 
marks, light houses, buoys, rocks, 
and other vessels even though vis­ 
ibility be at zero. 
In the air, pilots of commercial 
liners will be able to navigate al­ 
most entirely by radar. Through 
their radar scopes they will be 
able to get a faithful reproduction
